Mrs. Jacobs was a 
handsome and refined young woman, 
twenty-five years of age, 
Her parents 
reside in Dixon, 111., where three years 
ago she wedded N. E. Jacobs, a travel 
ing man in the employ of C. M. Hender­ 
son & Co., boot and shoe deulers at No. 
249 Adam street. Two weeks ago Jacobs 
went out on one of bis regular trips. 
He 
returned at noon yesterday and hastened 
to his home, unaware of the dreadful aor 
row in store for him there. He entered 
the house, over which an unwonted 
gloom seemed to hover. 
In his parlor 
under a winding sheet he discovered the 
body of his wife. 
Mr. Jacobs was en 
tirely prostrated and fell in a fainting 
spell, which was succeeded by similar at 
tacks during the day. 
Mr. Jacobs says 
that his wife had always complained of 
being lonely during his enforced ab­ 
sences, and told him she would commit 
suicide. She had few acquaintances in 
the city, and spent her time almost en­ 
tirely at home. On Wednesday night at 
9 o’clock she left her home and going to 
a drug store purchased some laudanum. 
She returned home and swallowed the 
drug. 
Mrs. Myers 
becoming uneasy 
when Mrs. Jacobs failed to appear dur­ 
ing two days, looked into ber room yes­ 
terday and found her dead on her bed. 
She left no scrap of writing to explain 
her action, and the husband can give no 
reason than that assigned above.

riage of n u English nobleman for the rea­ 
son that the front seat had been assigned 
to Buffalo Bill, may lead to war between 
Germuny and England.

Colorado maintains first rank as the 
largest producer of tlio precious metals 
in the United State», the value of its 
production of gold and silver having 
been over $20,000,000 during the last, 
year. 
California yields second place to 
Montana, with a production of nearly 
$17,000,000, against $10,000,000 by tho 
former. 
The production of Nevada 
and New Mexico has decreased. Texas, 
for the first time, is added to the list of 
producing States, with a production of 
$200,000 in silver. 


T h ere is a tradition that a cave near 
Calhoun, G a., contains vast quantities 
of silver. 
It is said that the Indians 
were accustomed to go into the cave 
and chop off great chunks of pure ore 
writh their tomahawks. 
W hen forced 
to leave tho country they rolled a huge 
atone from the mountain above and 
closed up the entrance. 
Some of the 
farm ers in that vicinity say that when 
they get through plowing corn this 
apring they w ill blow up the stono with 
dynam ite and carry away a few wagou- 
loads of silver. 


T h e disturbances in W ales rosnltant 
upon the attem pt to collect tithes w ill 
probably lead to a revival of the pro­ 
position looking to the dis-establish- 
ment of tho English Church in that 
country. 
The hardy Welshm en, among 
whom tho doctrine of dissent is largely 
held, have often mado strenuous efiorts 
to resist the payment of tithes, but the 
influence 
of 
landlordism , 
which is 
almost as great in Wales as it is in Ire ­ 
land, has hitherto been able to keep the 
system in force. T rio r to tho Tithe Com­ 
mutation act of 18 36 there were many 
discreditable occurrences— such as a 
peasant shooting his rector, or a rector 
tithing a peasant’s wagos and* putting 
him in jail on account of a few »hillings 
but even since that time scenes have 
been witnessed whereof tho tendency 
was to bring religion into disrepute 
Tho claim mado by Blackstone that 
clergymen were entitled to a tenth part 
of the increase yearly arising from the 
profits of lands, tho stock upon lands, 
and the iiersonal industry of the inhabi­ 
tants w as^ffectually disposed of by tho 
Dean of Norwich as far back as tho 
year 1710; and the present Bishop of 
Chester has added the weight of his 
authority to the view now almost uni 
versallv held that the claim of the 
clergy to tithes cannot be put upon 
any D ivine right. 
Nor is there any 
analogy between tho tithe system pre­ 
vailing among the Jew s and that which 
exist» in the English Church. 
W ith 
tho former the tithes were applied to 
the support of the whole tribe of Levi, 
the priests having received a tenth of 
the tithe, and no power was vested in 
any person to enforce the paym ent of 
those tithes. The English tithe system, 
as W alpole says in his “ H istory of E n ­ 
gland,” in course of time resulted in 
giving England tho richest church and 
the richest aristocracy in the world, the 
wealth of both having in many cases 
been due to fraudulent appropriations.

carried out 21,000 m iles of railw ay w ill 
bo built this ye a r; and that w ill require 
a fixed investm ent of $500,000,000 of 
capital. 
Tho relaying of 13,000 m iles 
of old track with steel rails w ill require 
$100,000,000 moro. 
W o do not think 
that so many miles of now track w ill be 
built, but an effort is making in that di­ 
rection. 
As an evidence of tho rash­ 
ness of some of these enterprises, it is 
announced that the Atchison, Topeka 
and Haute Fe w ill build a new lino from

year. 
It 
not only bankrupts many 
persons and renders their lives hope­ 
less and cheerless, but nearly ruins all 
investments in insurance companies, 
and to that extent is a dead weight on 
capital. 
Foreign uaticus do not earn 
as much as the United States, but they 
do not waste as much; and, therefore, 
the balance-sheet of savings is not so 
widely different.

N. MiHa, who is wanted in Elmira, N. Y., 
for complicity in the “ Blind” Patterson pen* 
sion casts whereby the gov ernment was 
swindled out of $13,136, has been brought to 
this city , hav ing been arrested in Virginia. 
J ohn Laidlow, who is alleged to hav e made a 
false affidav it in the case, was arrested at the 
same time. 
Both men will be taken to El­ 
mira as soon as the proper papers arriv e. 
At the pension office this is regarded as one 
of the biggest and most clev er jobs ev er 
worked through that bureau. Ev ery detail 
in the case was complete and perfect, and 
after ex tra care in ex amining the papers, be­ 
cause of the large amount inv olv ed, by 
no 
less 
than fiv e 
different 
men, the 
case 
was 
finally 
passed. 
It

then that the conspirators, suspicious of Pat­ 
terson, asked that Miles be appointed guardian 
for Patterson, but Deputy Commissioner Mo- 
Lean telegraphed the pension agent to pay 
Patterson the money in person, as blindness 
‘did not constitute such an infirmity in the 
law as to require a guardian.

BLOODY TRAGEDY IN OHIO. 


A Drtek-Cmaed Hatband Kills HU Wife 
and Step-Son. 
Canton , Ohio, J une 25 .—A terrible tragedy 
hae occurred at North Industry , a few mitet 
south of this city , in which Conrad Doll, ft 
miner, kilted his wife and step-eoo, after 
which he made his escape. A bloody scene 
was discov ered on the arriv al of men at the 
house. MR Doll, aged about 45 , was found 
ly ing on the floor of a room, her head split 
open, and also fearfully cut on the back of 
the head and on sev eral places on the body 
and literally swimming in a pool of blood. 
The son, aged 14, reclined in a chair, hie head 
Kinging ov er the back of it and against the 
dinner table, from which the family had just 
eaten. The boy 's forehead was knocked in 
and his throat badly gashed. HU left hand 
hung from the arm at the ride of the chair, 
suspended by only a shred of skin, while his 
right hand was also nearly cut off. 
The horrible deed was done by Doll with a 
hatchet He first tried to borrow a rev olv er 
from a neighbor, and them resorted to the 
hatchet The murderer was a man of intem­ 
perate habits, of a quarrelsome disposition, 
and domestic peace was often broken by quar­ 
rels between him and his wife, whom he mar­ 
ried six months ago. 
Bev sral men started in pursuit of the mur­ 
derer, but hav e not as y et captured him. A 
great many seem to think he has committed 
suicide.

Yo u must defend him as fullv and as 
ho no rably as if y o u knew him inno ­ 
cent. 
If y o u knew him inno cent, it 
o ften unfits ev en the stro ngest man fo r 
the task o f defense. 
I nev er wish to 
defend a man unless I kno w he is 
guilty . 
Bo sure that y o u find o ut that 
he is guilty . 
Bo rne men dislike to co n­ 
fess their crime to tlie lawy er fo r fear 
that then he will no t undertake the 
case. 
Yo u must establish a feeling o f 
co nfidence with such. 
Let them kno w 
that y o u must hav e all the facts. Nev er 
allo w y o urself to stato to tho jury that 
y o ur client is inno cent. 
It is y o ur bus­ 
iness to act o s if it were so . 
If y o u 
kno w no thing abo ut the circumstances 
y o u are like an ass jumping aro und in a 
tany ard, no t kno wing where the pits 
are. ” 


W e co mmend to the wide-awake busi­ 
ness public the sentiments o f the fo llo w­ 
ing ex tract, which we find in a western 
ex change: 
“No man can sell go o ds by 
sto ring them in a cellar, lo cking the 
do o r and hiding himself in an alley . 
He must rent a go o d sto re, deco rate it, 
adv ertise his wares and so licit custo m. 
Tho same rule stands go o d in regard 
to a to wn. 
If its citizens do no t ad­ 
v ertise the adv antages they will uev er 
be able to do any mo re than ho ld their 
o wn citizens, and hardly that. 
No w a- 
day s when tho rush o f capital is so 
great fro m o ne sectio n to ano ther, a 
city that sits do wn and do eH no thing is 
ex actly in a situatio n o f a man who puts 
his go o ds in a cellar and hides himself 
in an alley . 


T h e edito r o f the Ca th o lic Review 
must hav e serv ed an apprenticeship o n 
a newspaper edito rial stall. 
It has the 
fo llo wing ex cellent suggestio n o f a way 
to disco urage prize-fighting: “In En­

Educatio n o f tho mo dern kind do es 
no t diminish industry , and do es no t, 
ex cept fo r a v erv sho rt perio d, break 
the habit o f assiduity at wo rk. No r do es 
it diminish the readiness to do manual 
labo r in tho se who can do it, tho ngh it 
do ss diminish their number—the “deli­ 
cate larffc” at their mo thers call them, 
who , if left uneducated, wo uld hav e 
go ne o n in the gro o v e o f their fo re 
fathers, taking, by a species o f natural 
selectio n, to the lighter tasks. 
The re 
mainder wo rk as befo re, tho ugh pro b­ 
ably no t in o ld, machine-like way . They 
spare themselv es mo re, are mo re quick 
to av o id unnecessary to il, and, no do ubt, 
as a large pro po rtio n are and must bo 
selfish men in numberless instances, 
they “scamp” their wo rk in way s the 
unintelligent nev er think o f. 
That 
scamping, to gether with the eagerness 
fo r mo re mo ney pro duced by new wants, 
and a certain indo cility o r independ­ 
ence, co mbine to pro auco an unfav o r­ 
able impressio n as to industry which is 
no t justified, o r rather is due to o ther 
causes than av ersio n to wo rk. 
The En 
glish must wait a little fo r full info rma 
tio n, the bo y s who hav e passed thro ugh 
scho o l no t being 30 y et; but they do 
no t despair o f seeing plenty o f Hugh 
Millers amo ng their wo rkmen—that is, 
men who are educated, y et hav e a defi­ 
nite lo v e fo r and pride in ex ceedingly 
hard and mo no to no us manual 
to il. 
Miller set up sto ne walls fo r eight ho urs 
a da}*, a real back-breaking o ccupatio n, 
but he had learned mo re than mo st 
lads. 
It wo uld be well if half time 
co uld be mo de general, and many are 
nearly co nv inced it wo uld 
increase 
learning, by allo wing scho o l time to 
last lo nger, and wo uld no t disco urage 
any schemo fo r keeping up the habit o f 
manual labo r, which will be the lo t o f 
the great majo rity while the wo rld 
go es ro und, and which is, in fact, the 
permanent gy mnasium o f the human 
race; but there is little fear, ev en if the 
present sy stem co ntinues. The changes 
which may co me will no t bo pro duced 
by laziness, but by a lo nging fo r larger 
wages and the co mfo rts tlief bring, 
which so me 
industries, 
agriculture 
especially , in clo sely -po pulated co un­ 
tries, may find it difficult to satisfy . 
It 
will be satisfied, ho wev er, in o ne way 
o r ano ther, fo r educatio n o pens wide 
the grand safety -v alv e, the po wer o f 
wandering o v er tho earth in search o f 
the o ppo rtunity to to il. 
Fo r what we 
kno w, the human race may be destined 
so meday to perish like mites o n cheese, 
thro ugh their o wn multiplicatio n; but 
at preso nt there is ample space fo r all 
o f o ur race, who may fo r the nex t cen­ 
tury , at a co st o nly o f ex patriatio n, 
hav e their twenty acres apiece to wo rk 
o n. 
Germans, Englishmen, Italians, 
are swarming o ut in tho usands daily , 
but still there is no chance that they 
will perish fo r want o f ro o m o r be 
driv en, like Chinamen, to that ceaseless 
wo rk fo r bear ex istence under which 
o ther v irtues than industry are apt to 
perish. 
Ano ther Euro pe co uld liv e 
and pro sper o n the unpeo pled riv er 
basins o f Bo utli America. 
Educatio n 
helps to disperse mankind; and we cer­ 
tainly do no t find that emigrants, who 
aro rarely o f the kno w-no thing class, 
aro at all reluctant to undertake sev ere 
to il. 
Is there no t in the who le dis­ 
cussio n a defect caused by traditio n, 
an impressio n that as brain wo rkers 
av o id hard lal» o r, kno wing well that 
they canno t do bo th up to their full 
po wer, tho se who se brains hav e been 
dev elo ped will nev er do it? Fo rtun­ 
ately , 
o r unfo rtunately , 
they 
will 
specially feel the great discipline fo rce 
o f tho wo rld, tho stro ng co nscriptio n o f 
hunger, which co nstrains us all. If all 
tho wo rld were Newto ns, no bo dy wo uld 
get a mo uthful o f bred witho ut so me­ 
bo dy facing all weathers to plo w and 
so w and reap.—S cien ce,

Fro m a paper by Clarence Co o k 
in 
the Cen tu ry, we quo te as fo llo ws: “I 
co nfess 1 heard no t witho ut a secret 
pleasure that the relic-hunters so chip 
and hammer the sto ne that marks Irv ­ 
ing’s grav e o s to make its frequo nt re­ 
newal neco ssary . 
It did no t seem to 
me a griev o us wro ng, but rather a tes­ 
timo ny to the lo v ableness o f Irv ine’s 
character, and an ev idence o f the wide 
ex tent o f his fame, that, fro m filling 
the circle o f the educated and refined 
amo ng his co untry men,has no w co me to 
include that lo wer stratum o f o ur co m­ 
mo n humanity which lias o nly instinct­ 
iv e and, so to speak, mechanical way s 
o f ex pressing its feelings. 
“It wo uld no t hav e been easy to find 
a place mo re in harmo ny with the asso ­ 
ciatio ns that gather 
abo ut Irv ing’s 
name as a writer than the spo t in which 
he is buried. 
Ev en to -day , when all 
tho changes that hav e been bro ught 
abo ut by the gro wth o f the neighbo ring 
settlement, the spirit o f peace and 
quiet that used to bro o d o v er the re­ 
gio n ho v ers there undisturbed. 
Irv ­ 
ing’s o wn wo rds, in the ‘Legend o f 
Sleepy Ho llo w,’ describing the grav e­ 
y ard, the o ld church, and the stream 
that play s abo ut ita feet, reflect with 
the faithfulness o f a mirro r the scene 
as we beho ld it to -day . 
“Hero is the church, a small building 
with ro ugh sides o f the co uutry -sto ue, 
surmo unted by a picturesque ro o f, and 
with an o pen bell-turret o v er which 
still v eers the v ane pierced with the 
initials o f the Yrederick Fely psen who 
built the church and endo wed it in 
1(599. 
In o ur rambles abo ut the grav e­ 
y ard we used to find the bricks o f light- 
co lo red clay , bro ught fro m Ho lland, 
and o f which, so traditio n said, the 
church had been o riginally built, o r 
which had, at any rate, been largely 
used in its co nstructio n. 
“The church was seldo m used, ex ­ 
cept in the summer time. 
On co m­ 
munio n Bunday s the handso me sev en­ 
teenth century Jaco bean table o f o ak 
bro ught fro m Ho lland, where plenty 
like it may still be fo und, was so t o ut, 
as it is to -day , with the plain v essels o f 
silv er ‘presented by Queen Anne,* as 
the fo rmula go es, that used to please 
my childish taste fo r things that had 
abo ut them the flav o r o f o ld day s. 
“The same budding tasto fo r antiqui­ 
ties led me and so me o f my scho o l­ 
mates to the o ld grav e-y ard, where we 
hunted up the 
o ldest 
to mbsto nes, 
scraping o ff the mo ss and lichens to de­ 
cipher the names and dates, and enjo y ­ 
ing many a laugh o v er their carv ed o r­ 
naments, scro lls, 
and co ckle-shells, 
and sturdy , dew-lappeil, Dutch cher­ 
ubs, with their stumpy little wings 
sco red like checker-bo ards fo r plum­ 
age. 
Many o f these grav e-sto nes were 
said to hav e been impo rted fro m Ho l­ 
land by the early settlers, like the 
bricks o f which tho church was built, 
the table in the church, and much o f 
the furniture to be fo und in the farm­ 
ho uses o f the co untry -side, chairs and 
tables, cupbo ards, and ev o n lo o king- 
glasses. 
The 
carv ings, 
memo rial 
v erses, and scripture-tex ts upo n these 
to mbsto nes were cut by the mo re skill­ 
ful wo rkmen o v er-seas, and the n^mes 
and dates were filled iu here at ho me 
as o ccasio n called. ” 


Tempera ture o f Dwelling -Ro o ms, 
Dr. D. Benjamin, o f Camden, N. J., 
has made so me o bserv atio ns regarding 
tho subject o f the v ary ing temperature 
o f o ur dwelling-ro o ms which will be 
fo und o f much practical impo rtance. 
Ev ery o ne kno ws in a general way 
that the air o f ro o ms is co lder near the 
flo o r and near the windo ws, but the 
v ery ex act differences o f temperature 
as o btained by Dr. Benjamin are v ery 
striking. 
Fo r ex ample, in a ro o m ten 
feet high, twelv e feet wide, and twenty 
feet lung, with a go o d sto v e and steady 
lire, the temperature in the center was 
fo und to be 7 8 degrees Fahrenheit; fo ur 
feet fro m the windo w it was 7 0 degrees; 
o ne fo o t fro m the windo w 54 degrees, 
and at the windo w 4 0 degrees. At the 
height o f the head the temperature 
was 7 5 do grees, at the flo o r 50 degrees, 
a difference o f 25 degrees. At the ceil- 
iug the temperature was 00 degrees 
when the temperature at the height o f 
the head was 80 degrees. 
The fact that the temperature o f 
dwelling-ro o ms v aries so widely ex ­ 
plains, no do ubt, the frequency with 
which y o ung children, and ev en adults, 
take co ld in the ho use. 
A child sitting 
o n a nurse’s lap in a temperature o f 7 0 
degrees gets do wn and play s o n the 
flo o r in a temperature 10 o r mo re de­ 
grees lo wer, o r runs to tho windo w, a 
change o f 20 o r 80 degrees. 
Tho habit 
which ladies hav e o f wearing slippers 
o r light sho es in tho ho use is the cause 
o f many tro ubles 
fo r these saiUe 
reaso ns. 
The temperature o f a ro o m sho uld be 
abo ut 7 0 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The ho t, 
furnace-heated ho uses o f o ur city cause 
a v ast deal o f nerv o us and respirato ry 
tro uble. 
The thernro meter sho uld be 
hung at abo ut the height o f the per­ 
so n’s head, and, o f co urse, no t near the 
windo w o r the sto v e

Behind them was a 
bo at, in which was sev eral y o ung o ffi­ 
cers, ro wing fo r the same go al, and as 
these so o n came alo ngsido the o ne the 
do cto r and his party were in, he ceased 
play ing. 
One o f the o fficers immedi­ 
ately asked why he did so . 
“Fo r the 
same reaso n I began,” answered Dr. 
Yo ung* “to please my self.” The reply 
to this was an o rder to co ntinno play ­ 
ing, ending with a threat that if he did 
no t do so he (the o fficer) wo uld to ss the 
do cto r into the Thames. 
Dr. Yo ung 
co mplied with the inso lent demand, and 
play ed all the way up the riv er to 
Vaux hall. 
During the ev ening, ho w­ 
ev er, the do cto r o bserv ed the o fficer 
who bail been so musically inclined l*y 
himself in o ne o f the walks, when he 
went up to him and with great co o lness 
said: 
“It was, sir, to av o id interrupt­ 
ing the harmo ny o f either my co mpany 
o r y o urs that I co mplied with y o ur ar­ 
ro gant demand, but that y o u may learn 
that co urage is to be fo und under a 
black co at as well as under a red o ne, I 
ex pect y o u will meet me to -mo rro w 
mo rning at a certain place witho ut any 
seco nd, the quarrel being entirely be­ 
tween 011 » selv es.”

Yo u kno w x ^here to 
find me. 
Go o d-mo rning.” 
The do c­ 
to r, ho wev er, heard no mo re o f the mat­ 
ter.

The Gardens o f Egy pt. 
At tlie beginning o f March the gar­ 
dens o f Egy pt are really wo nderful; tho 
o range and lemo n trees spread their 
mo st pungent o do r; the ro se trees are 
co v ered with innumerable flo wers; the 
palms, with their green and white 
cro wns, swing there in the wind; the 
o leander's there bo rder the av enues; o n 
the lawns, anemo nes, annual and per­ 
petual flo wering pinks, pansies, and pe­ 
tunias blend their innumerable co lo rs, 
with 
the 
green 
o f 
the 
trees, 
bushes and shrubs. 
Gro ups o f bambo o 
lift here and there their lo ng green o r 
go lden stems, cro wned with an immense 
plume o f pretty little trembling leav es. 
One co mperhends o n seeing these stems, 
which assume iu a few mo nths eno rmo us 
pro po rtio ns, the cruelly ingenio us pun­ 
ishment o f the Chinese in binding a 
criminal to a y o ung bambo o . 
The plant 
gro ws, and the wretch is quartered in a 
few weeks. 
No wo o d is lighter o r mo re 
useful than that o f the bambo o . 
One 
do es no t understand why the Egy ptians 
neglect to plant it alo ng the canals and 
011 ev ery cultiv ated laud, where it gro ws 
so well. 
But what giv es, at least dur­ 
ing the winter and spring, the mo st 
smiling aspect to the Egy ptian gardens 
are the great sheets o f ro se bo ugain­ 
v illeas that cling to the walls, the trees 
and gro ups o f fo liage, and which display 
ev ery where the v aried and ex quisite 
tints o f their flo wers. 
The bo ugainv il­ 
leas is certainly the finest o f climbing 
plants. 
During fiv e mo nths it flo wers 
under the winter sun, takes shades o f 
ex treme delicacy —o ne might say a light 
ro se trail, the iutensity o f which ev ery 
play o f light v aries. 
The alo es, the 
agav e, 
attach themselv es o h ro cky 
slo pes. 
On the banks o f the water­ 
co urses the blue lo tus and the papy rus 
still rev iv e antique reminiscences. Grass 
canno t be raised in Egy pt. 
The lay er 
o f so il is so thin that the sun dries it up 
immediately , and unless the grass be 
co nstantly submerged, it turns y ello w 
\nd perishes at o nce. 
It is no t the heat 
x lo ne that pro duces this result, fo r there 
is v ery much tine grass in tlie tro pics; 
but the heat, acco mpanied with the 
shallo wness o f the so il, renders the cul­ 
ture o f grass impo ssible in Egy pt. 
It 
is with difficulty that a few iso lated 
blades o f grass spro ut during winter 
al^o ng the Nile and the canals; they dis- 
» ppear as so o n as spring begins, so that 
« v ery where in the co untry where nrti- 
- ciai cultiv atio n finishes, the dry and 
.:are do sert begins. 
In the place o f 
£ rass a pretty little v erbenacea is used,

This core is only 1 inch in diameter, 
and see—when I toss it on the floor it 
bounds almost to the ceiling.

iockford used to make 50, 75, or even

‘lively’ ball served a good purpose, 
developed fielding, and as fielding 
veloped the game managers began 
deadening the ball. From ’68 to ’74 the 
ball kept growing deader and deader 
until in the latter year the extreme 
was reached, the core of the ball being 
merely a piece of vulcanized rubber 
possessing little more elasticity than a 
piece of wood.

have been pretty near dead. 
People 
like batting and fielding, and it is 
mistake to use a sluggish balL 
When 
the League came into power the bal 
was gradually made livelier, and' this 
ball is a very happy medium between 
the two extremes. 
"League balls are all made by hand. 
Bound the rubber core workmen wrap 
woolen yarn, drawing the threads tight 
and distributing them evenly over the 
surface. 
Near the cover you perceive 
a thin layer of white stuff. 
That is 
cement put on the ball by dipping. 
It 
serves to hold the yarn firmly in place, 
and to preserve the ball’s spheridity 
under all oircumstanoes. 
The cement 
makes the ball so firm that it eould be 
used without much danger of destruc­ 
tion even before the cover is put on. 
But after the cement come* more 
woolen yarn, and then a few strands 
of cotton thread are wound round the 
whole to make the surface smooth. 
Finally the cover is put on. 
This is 
made of carefully selected horse hide, 
strongly sewn with woolen thread. 
This is all done by hand, and so well 
done that League balls rarely rip un­ 
less they come in contact with a wall or 
fenpe or some other sharp-cornered 
object 
As you may know, base-balls 
are subjected to pretty hard usage, 
but they stand the test remarkably 
well. , The cover of a ball is composed 
of two pieces of identical shape and 
size.” 
“ A good many base-balls used in a 
year, eh? ” 
“ Yes, millions of them, I guess. 
There are seven or eight factories in 
the United States. 
J ust how mpny 
balls they turn out in a year one could 
hardly guess. 
The League uses about 
2,000 balls in a year.” 
E\ ery spectator at a base-ball game 
has seen the umpire tear open a square 
box, take a ball therefrom, and toss 
the latter to the pitcher then in the 
box. Every base-ball used in a League 
game must be officially sealed by the 
Secretary of the League, and the box 
must bear his signature. Before taking 
a ball out of the box the umpire is 
required to see that the signature 
and seal are all right 
Moreover, he 
must glance at the ball itself, and un­ 
less he finds Secretary Nick Young’s 
name written on the horse-hide cover 
he can not put the ball into “ play.” — 
Ch ica g o Hera ld .

How to Build Chimneys* 
For those parts of a chimney which 
are supported throughout, stone may 
under some circumstances, says the 
Am erica n Arch itect 
, be admissible, 
but brick is always preferable for the 
purpose. 
The abutments of a chimney 
should be tied into the walls 
by 
wrought-iron bars, of sufficient number 
and strength, turned up and down at 
the ends, and built into the jambs for 
several inches on each side. 
No part 
of the flue should be of less thickness 
than half brick, or four and one-half 
inches. 
Where slabs of stone or slate 
are placed level with a floor before the 
opening of a chimney, they should in­ 
variably be laid iu sound mortar, ce­ 
ment, or other incombustible and non­ 
conducting substances, and it should 
be at a distance of not less than four 
and one-half inches from the joists, 
liooring, or other woodwork. 
A chim­ 
ney built only up to the roof, and stop­ 
ping at that point is always dangerous. 
Every chimney in a house should be 
perfectly separate and distinct from 
» very other chimney, from the hearth 
to the external opening. 
Chimneys 
mav safely be built in stacks, but they 
should on no account have any connec­ 
tion with the 
stacks. 
Brick-work 
around the flues should not be less 
than fonr and one-half inches thick in 
any part. 
By the code Napoleon it 
was not permitted to build a chimney 
against the wall of an adjoining house 
without isolating it by an intermediate 
wall of sufficieut thickness to prevent 
heat passing to the neighboring prem­ 
ises.
